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GLOSSARY 


A. B. Ravenhoof: Longtime mentor and friend of Daring Do. Before his retirement, Ravenhoof 
worked as an adventurer and a professor of archaeology at Pranceton University. 


Alto Terre (OWL-toe TEAR -uh): An isolated mountain town in the Unicorn Range. The Unicorns in 
Alto Terre are unique because their coats and manes are monochromatic. 


Brumby Cloverpatch: The Earth pony explorer who discovered the city of Cirrostrata in his airship. 
An old friend and contemporary of A. B. Ravenhoof, he now lives in Alto Terre and runs a shop. 


Cirrostrata (sih-row-STRAH -ta): An invisible kingdom in the clouds, populated by a unique type of 
pegasi with long rabbitlike ears and three vertical stripes under one eye. Cirrostrata has only ever 
been entered by one known outsider— Brumby Cloverpatch. 


Comet Tail the Starry-Eyed: An ancient sorcerer and astronomer, he was the founding member of 
the Magical Counsel of the Ancients Comet Tail was responsible for linking the power of the Half- 
Gilded Horseshoe to the Halo of Cirrostrata. 


Count Cumulonimbul (Kew- mew- low-nim- bus): The malevolent ruler of Cirrostratz. He despises 
outsiders and wants to keep them out of the cloud city at any cost. He is also the father of Duchess 
Precipita.

Duchess Precipita (pree-SIP-ih-tah): The benevolent ruler of Cirrostrata and daughter of Count

requires a bloodline——in order for the crystal to work, it has to be given to a mare by her 
mother. 


Half-Gilded Horseshoe: A mysterious relic with many powers, including (but not limited to) 
keeping the Halo of Cirrostrata activated. 


Halo of Cirrostrata: The invisible dome surrounding Cirrostrata. 


Magical Counter of the Ancients: A secret society of powerful ponies through the ages. Duchess 
Precipita believes that Daring Do might be a candidate to join their ranks if she can locate all 
twenty—two of the Enchanted Artifacts. 


Monocle of Cumulonimbus: An eyeglass that allows the wearer to view the city of Cirrostrata. 
Daring Do finds it on the statue of Count Cumulonimbus in the sky park outside the city. 


Tiara of Teotlale (tee-oat-LAH-lay): A crown that belonged to the Empress of the Desert Sands. Its 
magic is intertwined with that of its sister relic, the Doomed Diadem of Xilati.
